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PROGRESS AND 
PRODUCTION. 


In England they are holding an international 
conference on superpower, that is, the connection 
and codperation of power plants. TRIBUNE readers 
are familiar with the idea, which we originated and 
developed at length, with maps showing the possi- 
bilities of coordinating the production of hydro- 
electric power throughout the continent. Secretary 
Hoover, a strong advocate of superpower organiza- 
tion, has just told the cqnference in England that 
American plants average a production of only 20 
per cent of capacity. He estimates that super- 
power, or codrdination, would bring production up 
to 60 per cent. When to this gain in present pro- 
duction there is added the development of vast new 
resources brought in' under the organization of 
superpower, the increase of our power resources 
and therefore of our national wealth must be 
enormous. ’ 

If more attention and support were given to 
great constructive ideas and projects like super- 


equities in the distribution of existing wealth, such 
inequities as really exist would be sooner got rid 
of, and the general welfare of all more rapidly 
raised. The chief organ of advanced liberalism 
in England, the Manchester Guardian, has some 
sensible remarks on this important truth, and, in 
the mood of discontent which seems to be stirring 
se many Americans at this time, they will pay 
thinking over. Writing on socialism and trusts 
the Guardian says; ‘ : 
Large and undeserved profits are being made 
(by limitation of output) which the Socialist 
would rightly wish to see more equally’ divided. 
But there, in practice at all events, his ambi- 
tion ends. If he knows, he will not admit that 
the incomes of the rich, large though they may 
be in individual cases and disastrous though 
their consequences certainly are, would be in- 
sufficient on division among the rest to make

He will tune out the hokum that passes for ora- 
tory in’: Washington today. Radio will either tm- 
prove senatorial forensic or forget it.

HOW ABOUT THE ATOM? 
Tse Trisune hereby views with alarm the uni- 
verse. With space and time gone utterly to pot 
through the conspiracies of Herr Einstein, with 
the atom revealed as a gang of electrons quite 
without moral scruples, it is time to reconsider the 
eternal verities of this world and to decide what 
should be done about it. There was smoke about 
the atom situation for twenty years, now the flame 
breaks out. Here are some facts: 

Ten bilfion times a bird shot is as big as the 
earth. ‘Ten Dillion times an atom is less than a 
yard across, Ten billion times the nucleus of an 
atom is only a pin point. In this ten billionth of a 
pin point there may be as many as 384 electrons. 
The facts are vouched for by no less authority than 
Prof. R. A. Milliken, one of a committee of inves- 
tigation. They indicate in a measure the dimen- 
sions of the scandal. 

To those who may not appreciate the alarming 
features of this situation it should be pointed out 


much material difference to their comfort. 
“There is no industrial paradise along that road. 

The working classes stand to gain ten times 

more by increased industrial output, as they did 

-Guring the greater part of the last century, 
than by greater justice in the distribution of 

‘the present output. Why, then, do Socialists 

lay all their emphasis upon the distribution of 

wealth and none at all upon the greater pro- 
duction of wealth, by which they stand to gain | 
" much more? 

It would be well for the American people to do 
some sensible thinking at this confused moment 
as to the real sources of the welfare they have at- 
tained. We suggest, for example, that they think 
over the Guardian’s remark that during the last 
century the masses of the people, in capitalist 
countries where individual initiative and enterprise 
have been allowed pretty freely to operate, have 
benefited ten times more from the increase of in- 
dustrial production than by the corrections in the 
distribution of wealth. 

As a matter of fact, most of the proposals for 
distribution would do many more times the injury 
to the average man and woman, the wage earners, 
the workers, so-called, than it could bring benefit, 
because they would diminish production. It was 
quantity production, made possible not merely by 
invention but by the concentration ‘and organiza- 
tion of capital, which has raised the whole standard 
of ‘living and distributed necessaries, comforts, con- 
veniences and luxuries on a scale undreamed of in 
the past. The manual worker of today by ordinary 
thrift can have a home far more comfortable than 
the palace of a noble of the period before this much 
abused capitalist age. The farmer is no longer a 
peasant whose horizon is the valley’ in which he 
was born. He is a part of a complicated economic 
organism, a specialist, like everybody else, and 
therefore dependent upon the workings of the vast 
machine for the maintenance of his and his fam- 
lly’s demands. But though it is natural for each 
of us to want as much as any one else has, the 
) Way to more for each of Us is the way to more for 
all of us; that is, to increased production of wealth. 
Measures of forced equalization which check pro- 
duction may bring us nearer to equality, but it 
will be an equality on a much lower plane than 
w@ can all attain if the processes of production 
are stimulated and the store of total wealth en- 
larged. We must constantly work for equity in 
the reward of all human effort. But equality is 
not equity, nor can it sustain progress. A fair and 
therefore a wide distribution of wealth is an ideal 


that the world’s littlest thing is revealed as a fake.

are electrical charges—plus and minus—having po- 
sition, but no body. 

The plot is now revealed: The atom, that once 
satisfying little lump of ultimate solidity, turns out 
to be not solid at all. It reveals itself only as an 
emptiness shot through with tangled forces. Elec- 
trons buzz around in it in cycles. Its nucleas, itself 
composed of positive and negative electrons, con- 
trols them as the sun controls the planets. 


And there is room enough within the atom for 


much traveling. Enlarge the nucleus of an atom 
to the size of the sun and the electrons gyrating 
around it would be as far away as the planets. 
The atom it would seem is mostly nothing. It has 
gone back on us. The bottom of things has fallen 
cut. 

What makes gold gold? What makes carbon 
carbon? What makes anything anything. if their 
atoms are all composed of positive and negative 
electrons? The difference is in the system. Once 
we found an ultimate difference in quality between 
a gold dollar and a lead dollar. Now we know that 
the difference is only in the .number and ar- 
rangement of electrons. By good luck most atoms 
sta® put. They seem slow about trying out new 
systems. But radium, all by itself, breaks down 
into lead. And scientists have knocked an electron 
or two off of other atoms.

The theory long held in the south that

sustained by Dr. K. F. Maxey. Dr. 
Maxcy gives some instances which show 
how a region which is ordinarily non- 
malarial may become infected. 

As ‘a rule,: Montgomery county, Ala- 
bama, is not infected. In a hilly re- 
gion, free from malaria, a farmer 
dammed a small stream and made a fish 
pond. Near this pond there were six 
houses occupied by tenant farmers. The 
second season after the dam was built 
an infected sawmill hand moved his fam- 
ily’ into one of the houses. His family 
came down with malaria. Before the 
season Was over all the families around 
about had developed malaria and the 
region was known as malarial. The ten- 
ants all moved away because the neigh- 
borhood was unhealthy. The pond fur- 
nished the mosquitoes, the sawmill hand 
furnished the infection, the tenants fur- 
nished the cases, and the neighbors 
tagged the locality. ,

Another instance: A sawmill in south- 
ern Alabama, worked by convicts, had 
been free from malaria for years. A 
prisoner who was a malaria carrier was 
sent to the camp. . Within a month there 
was an outbreak of malaria in the camp. 
A large part of the force became sick 
with malaria within a short time. 

A third fillustration: Teasly’s Mim, 
Ala., was once a highly malarial vil- 
lage, but in recent years there had been

All are 
equipped with bomb racks. Dozens of 
German and Italian mechanics are em- 
ployed at this work in the shops and 
hangars of a large Italian airplane 
company at Pisa, while German test 
pilots are making trial flights over the 
Mediterannean. 

The Italian company is a of the 
Dernier Metallbauten corporation of 
Friedrichshafen, which is one of the 
Zeppelin producing plants. The Ger- 
man compapy at present is engaged in 
Germany in constructing the ZR-3 air- 
ship for the American navy. The in- 
terallied air control mission, which 
under the Versailles treaty prevents 
the construction of possible war ma- 
chines in Germany, is responsible for 
the establishment and operation of the 
extensive plant in Italy, but in spite 
of this arrangement the airplane parts 
are manufactured in Germany. 

Japs Buy Dornier Righis. 

The information was admitted at 
Pisa that the manufacturing rights of 
Japan for. all Dornier machines and 
inventions: have been purchased by 
the Mitsubishi Ship and Plane Build- 
ers of Kobe, whose former extensive 
business of battleship construction for 
the Japanese government has suffered 
a depression through the terms of the 
Washington conference. 

The purchase figures are reported 
to be high in millions of yen. The 
transaction was consummated on May 
10, at which time several Japanese 
naval officials spent two weeks at the 
Pisa plant, leaving one of their num- 
ber, who now is overseeing the work. 

Three German experts from the Piga 
factory left immediately for Kobe to 
superintend the erection of a manu- 
fact plant there. They were Fritz 
Bauer; tory superintendent at Pisa 
and a former Zeppelin official; Hans 
Berger, shop foreman and metal ex- 
pert, and Herman Klinger, chief of 
the supply and assembling department.

MODEL AIRPLANE 
FLIES SO HIGH | 
: IT DISAPPEARS 


[Copyright : 1924: By the New York Times.) 

PARIS, July 12.—The world’s rec- 
ord for model airplanes was it roken 
today when a baby machine, after ris- 
ing to the height of 500 meters, dis- 
7 | appeared over Versailles park. The 
tiny plane was the work of a 16 year 
old boy, Gaston Beaulieux. 

The performance occurred in the 
competition held by the air ministry 
at St. Cyr. The planes were released 
from a captive balloon at an altitude 
of 200 meters. Beaulieux’s model went 
in regular circles and, instead of des- 
cending, mounted steadily to the 
height of 500 meters. 

After eight minutes the timers on 
the ground lost sight of it. Observers 
in the balloon kept it in view three 
minutes longer, then the tiny instru- 
ment headed toward the Versailles

Anciant Records 
Give Picture of 
Traffic in 1830 


HE Pennsylvania department of 


highways has unearthed a traf- 
fic record kept. by one of the old 
tollgate keepers on the Lincoln 
highway between Fort Loudon and Mc- 
Connelisburg in 1830'and 1834. 
The record indicates that more ve- 
hicles now pass over the Lincoln high- 
way in one week than in the entire 


year 1830. But it would take five or 
ten years now to equal the record of 
1830 in the volume of horses and cattle 
following the historical .road first 
opened by Braddock for his disastrous 
attack on Fort Duquesne. 

Ninety years ago the road leading 
out from Philadelphia across the state 
to the forks of the Ohio at Fort Du- 
quesne, now Pittsburgh, was known as 
the Forbes road. Previously it had 
been a bridlepath and an Indian trail. 
but by 1830 the western movement of 
migration had established a chain of 
frontier forts between the Delaware 
and Ohio rivers for th eprotection of 
settlers during the French and Indian 
War. 

Fort Loudon, now a town of 400 
population, in Franklin county, 38 
miles west of Gettysburg and 100 miles 
east of Pittsburgh, was one of the pro- 
tected stops along the pike which then

ETROIT, Mich., July 12.—(Spe- 

cial.}—Business as usual, and on 

a scale fully equal to that of the 

corresponding period of 1923— 
the record year. 

That is the announcement from man- 
vfacturers and dealers of the automo- 
bile industry after a checking up of 
the first half of 1924, and they are 
confident of a fall revivai of activities. 
Leaders in the industry predicted last 
January that the first half of 1924 
would be a record breaking peri d. 
This prediction has been borne out in 
fact, in spite of curtailed productions 
during May and June, and production 
figures for the first six months of the 
year will be approximately the same 
as the totals for the same period last 
year. 

By a careful checking up of the 
number of vehicles produced, the ru- 
mors which have gained wide circula- 
tion during the last three months that 


the industry was experiencing a disas-} 


trous depression, and that plants were 
closing down entirely, or at least lay- 
ing off vast number of men, are hardly 
borne out by facts. 


2 

June production figures have not, as 
yet, been corapiled, but the total for 
the last six months can be closely com- 
puted. From Jan. 1 to June 1 a total 
of 1,742,832 motor vehicles was turned 
out by the various plants—the great- 
est ever recorded for the first five 
months of any year, and was 94,000 
above the total for the similar period 
of 1923. May production totaled 301,200 
vehicles. 

June production will fall short of 
the corresponding month of 1923, but 
the figures will be satisfactory. 

Many of the plants, it is admitted, 
are not running at capacity, and have 
not been so running for many weeks, 
a checkup of the local factories causes 
one to wonder where and how the 
“depression rumor” originated.

ASHINGTON, D. C.—Gome

City, now U. S. Senator, said of one 
form of “social’’ disease: 


“It ravages and wrecks the con- 
stitution, weakens the system, 
debilitates every vital force in a 
man’s body and leaves him in a 

‘condition that is likely to put him 
on the scrap heap while still young 
in years,” 


And this is the form which is sup- 
posed by many to be of little or no 
consequence, and which is often spoken 
of in a joking way, when it is really 


. one of the most serious diseases known.

hold. on. him, the victim of venereal 


infection ceases to be himself. He 
suffers both mental and physical dis- 
tress—and if he lets the disease take 
its course, he may be numbered among 
the multitude whom these infections 
have condemned to physical or mental 
ruin or to death.

HE greatest survey in the history 
of the good roads movement is 
now well under way by the Unit- 
ed bureau of public roads 

and the county highway depart- 
ment. Starting last Monday, a crew 
of engineers, acting under the joint 
jurisdiction of these two official bod- 


jes, set out to gather scieritific data} 


on @li of. the highways leading into 
Chieago to determine the exact needs 
of terminal traffic. At the end of the 
week's census taking the field work- 
ers reported to E. E. Powell, field 
manager of the government bureau, 
and Maj. George A. Quinlan, county 
superintendent of highways, that they 
had gathered le data and _re- 
cefived the codperation of motorists 
and officials of the various towns and 
villages along the highwaye. 

The eight working parties operating 
under this intensiye survey are sta- 
tioned at strategic points on the vari- 
ous highways, where they register 
data. on motor trucks, including 
weight, ownership, commodity, points 
of origin and destination, and other 
items of information, in addition to 
getting a compiete report on mctor 
busses and passenger automobiles. 

In order to make the survey com- 
plete in every detail the government 
has also started checking density 
traffic on the important boulevards and 
streets in Chicago. This survey, which 
will also last four months, is expected 
to play an important role in the solu- 
tion of Chicago's traffic problem, for 
the data thus gathered will be placed 
in the hands of the city authorities. —

The dining room is formally laid out. 
Because cf the long, unbroken wall di- 
viding the building from the attached 
garage, this room is exceptionally well 
adapted for the reception of built-in 
cabinets and other construction fea- 
tures. These are now easily secured in 
all periods of furniture, so that they 
harmonize with the dining table and 
chairs. As these ready-built period cab- 
inets and equipment are now manufac- 
tured by leading millwork people, a 
substantial saving in building cost is 


possible through their use. 


Noting the arrangement of the 
kitchen and dining room, one is dis- 
posed to ask why a slightly different 
arrangement could not be effected, by 
which a breakfast room could be 
worked into the plans.

It is required that the ceiling above

Having a one 
hour fire rating, this construction is in- 
dorsed by authorities. Similar protec- 
tion is given to the entire house by 
having the basement ceiling treated in 
this method, so that that part of the 
house which is most vulnerable to fire 
is safe. In this way, protection is in- 
sured which is commensurate with the 
permanence of the attractive brick ex- 
terior. 

A building arranged as shown by 
Architect Repp can be placed with 
either its long dimension fronting on 
the street, or with the short dimension, 
as indicated by the glassed-in porch, 
placed on the street side, in which case 
the main entrance would be a side en- 
trance. The extreme dimensions of 
the house are 33 feet by 48 feet 10 
inches. The arrangement would de- 
pend on the side of the stréet on which 
the lot is located, as it is preférable, 
generally, to have the glassed-in porch 
exposed as much as possible to the 
sunlight.

BUSINESS OF NAMING — 


y By Edward Moore. 


PERA is a quite different thing from what it used 
to be. Time was, and not so long ago, either, when 
,; Opera was an excuse to sing and to sing only, when 
an operatic performance meant a succession of lyric 
episodes for the members of the cast to put their heels 
together, expand their lungs, and burst into ornate aria 
after ornate aria. The dramatic 
element was either absent or 
placidly ignoreth 
There was a curiously elaborate 
set of rules for the construction ‘of 
the old time.opera, One variety 
of aria must be written for the 
soprano, another variety for the 
- basso, a third for the contralto. 
t They must not only follow the 
proper species, but the proper 
order, otherwise it was as serious 
an error as giving a comedy part 
to a tragedian. Those who are 
interested can find quite a biblio- 
graphy on the subject. 

However, that time and its con- 
ditions are changed. Opera has 
become something else. There is a 
sincere effort to make the term, 
lyric drama, a description and not 
a misnomer. He who would write 
an opera for this generation will, if he knows his business, 
try to avoid the Chesterfieldian gibe that the person who goes 
to opera checks his brains with his coat at the door. An 
opera is a drama with music as part of its interpreting 
medium, and there are laws to be followed which are accepted 
as guiding forces in play writing. ' 

This goes al] the way through, and a long distance beyond 
the author and composer. Audiences, particularly in America, 
have been educated up to an appreciation of opera through 
its dramatic elements. Singers must act as well as sing, and 
this does not mean that music can bé allowed to become 
secondary or that slipshod singing will be tolerated. It will 
not. Stage managers must be as careful in the details of their 
scenic equipment as though they were putting on a large 
For opera has become drama and spec- 
tacle, only more so, and with music to boot. Those who like 
it call it the greatest show on earth, and they are not. far 
wrong.

the discovery of radio-activity has given rise, Lord 

Kelvin, who estimated the age of the earth at twenty 

million years, reached this estimate by considering 
the earth as a body which is gradually cooling down, “ losing 
its primitive heat, like a loaf taken from the oven, at a rate 
which could be calculated, and that the heat radiated by the 
sum was due to contraction.” Uranium and radioactivity 
were not known to Kelvin, and their discovery has u both 
his arguments. Radio-active substances, which | etu- 
ally giving out heat, introduce an entirely new factor. We 
cannot now assume that the earth is necessarily cooling down; 
it may even, for all we know, be getting hotter. At the 1921 
meeting of the British association Prof. Rayleigh stated that 
further knowledge had extended the probable period during 
which there had been life on this globe to about one thousand 
million years and the total] age of the earth to some small 
multiple of that. The earth, he considers, is not cooling, but 
“contains an internal source of heat from the disintegration 
of uranium in the outer crust.” On the whole the estimate 
Obtained would seem to be agreement with the geological! 
estimate. The question, of course, cannot in the present state 
of our knowledge be settled within fixed limits that meet with 


general agreement. : 
: As we have said, there are other fundamental existences 


which give rise to more complex problems. The three great 
fuidamental entities in the physical universe are matter, 
ether, and energy: so far as we know, outside these there is 
nothing. We have dealt with matter; there remain ether and 
energy. We shall see that just as no particle of matter, how: 
ever small, may be created or destroyed, and just as there is 
no such thing as empty space—ether pervades everything—so 
there is no such thing’ as rest. EXvery particle that goes to 
Make up our solid earth is in a state of perpetual unremitting.

tricity.* This certainly tells us to some extent what electricity 
is, and how it is related to matter, but it leaves us with the 
usual difficulty about fundamental realities. But we now 
know that. electricity, like matter, is atomic in structure; a 
charge of electricity is made up of'a number of small units 
or charges of a definite, constant amount. It has been sug: 
gested that the two kinds of electricity, i. e., positive and neg- 
ative, are right handed and left handed vortices or whirlpools 
in ether, or rings in ether, but there are serious difficulties, 
and we leave this to the future. 
\ * 


What ah Electric Current Is. 
HE discovery of these two kinds of electricity has, how- 
ever, enabled us to understand fairly what goes on im elec- 
trical phenomena. The outlying electrons, as we saw, may 
pass from atom to atom, and this, on a large scale, is the 
meaning of the electric current. In other 
words, we believe an electric current to be 

a flow of electrons. Let us take, to begin 
with, a simple electrical cell, in which a 
feeble current is generated—such a cell as 
there is in every house to serve its electric 
bells. 

In the original form this simple sort of 
battery consisted of a plate of zinc and a 
plate of copper immersed in a chemica:. 
Long before anything was known about 
electrons it was known that if you put zinc 
and copper together you produce a mild 
current of electricity. We know what this 
means. Zinc is a metal the atoms of which 
are particularly disposed to part with some 
of their outlying electrons, 
know; but the fact is the basis of these 
small batteries. Electrons from the atoms 
of zinc pass to the atoms of copper, and 
their passage is a current. Each atom 
gives up an electron to its neighbor. It 
was further found long ago that if the 
gine. and copper were immersed in _cer- 
tain chemicals, which ‘slowly dissolve the 

. gime, and the two metals were connected 
by a copper wire, the current was stronger. In modern 
language, there is.a brisker flow of electrons. The reason 
is that the atoms of “inc which are stolen by the chemical 
leave their detachable electrons behind them, and the zinc 
has, therefore, more electrons to pass on to the copper. 

Such cells are now made of zinc and carbon, immersed in 
sal-ammoniac, but the principle is the same. The flow of 
electricity is a flow of electrons; though we ought to repeat 
that. they do not flow in a body, as molecules of water d¢ 
You may have seen boys place a row of bricks, each standirfg 
on one end, in such order that the first, 4¢ it is pushed, will 
knock over the second, the second the third, and so on to the 
last. There is a flow of movement all along the line, but each

The ox-eye daisy ichrysanthe- 
‘mum lencanthenum) blossoms from 
May to October—but especially loves 
the month of July and the company 
of the tall meadow buttercup. To the 
farmer both weeds are a pest, exhaus- 
tive to the soil, and suggestive of poor 
land. In 1891 Minnesota enacted a law 
making it a misdemeanor to encourage 
the growth of the ox-eye daisy. 

Yellow daisy—or black eyed Susan 
fRadbeckia hirta) is quite as objection- 
able. Queen Anneé’s Lace (Dracus Caro- 
ta) is a pesky weed-—and lovely as 2 
bride’s bouquet. Wild sunflowers, gold- 
enrods, and asters are difficult to ex- 
terminate. Wild onions and bitter 
weed spoil dairy products. Water 
parsnip is poisonous to cattle.

They are well preserved and illustrate 
in graphic mode the life of the cour- 
tiers of the time. The “ Féte Cham- 
pétre” was executed in the studio of 
Maximillaen van der Gught, in Delft. 
The companion tapestry is after the 
manner of Rubens, and depicts an 
English hunting scene with an ex- 
tremely fashionable lady in the fore- 
ground. 

John T. McCutcheon has lent two 
seventeenth century tapestries. Both 
are Flemish. One is a complicated pat- 
tern, an intricate interweaving of de- 
sign resplendent with animals and 
heavily foliaged trees. The other 
shows 4 lion hunt. It was woven at 
Ondeorde in 1680.
